Improvements  and  Extensions 

The  fo1 lowing  works  on  water  supplies  have  been  carried  out 
within  the  area, 

Mari shes 

The  scheme  to  lay  a  6"  main  from  Malt  on  Road  -to  Thornton  Dale 
Station  to  link  up  supplies  was  completed  early  in  the  year  at  a  final 
cost  of  £11,747*  •■Estimated  Cost  £14,408.  This  extension  proved 
very  valuable  during  the  summer  drought. 

Newton. 

A  scheme  to  lay  1,650  yards  3n  main  at  Newton  to  allow  for  taking 
water  from  Swainsea  Lane  Reservoir  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Estimated  cost  £2,063. 

Crouton  Cawthorne  Extension. 

A  scheme  to  lay  5,362  yards  of  4,s  main  at  an  estimated  cost  #f 
£7,750  was  commenced  during  the  year.  This  scheme  will  water  all 
land  and  properties  to  the  north  and  west  of  Swainsea  Lane  Reservoir. 

It  will  link  up  supplies  and  ensure  against  shortages  in  drought 

periods • 

Main  ten  an  ce 

The  dry  summer  of  1959  caused  considerable  extra  time  and 
material  to  be  spent  in  keeping  supplies  available  throughout  the 
area.  Pumping  charges  will  be  increased.  Newton  area  was  again 
the  scheme  that  ^ave  most  trouble.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Swainsea 
Lane  Reservoir  will  rectify  this  and  afford  a  constant  supply  to 
Newton  and  the  Cawthorne  Cropton  area. 

Rosedale  Abbey  experienced  difficulties  in  the  later  stages 
of  the  drought  due  to  the  high  level  springs  falling  in  quantity 
available.  There  is  unfortunately  no  alternative  source  available 
within  reasonable  distance. 

Burs  ts . 

Ten  burst  mains  were  repaired  throughout  the  area  during  the 
year  chiefly  by  our  own  labour.  Fifteen  services  required  attention. 

New  Connections. 

Twenty-two  new  connections  have  been  made  to  mains  during  the 
year  and  nineteen  more  houses  have  a  piped  water  supply  than  the 
previous  year. 

Me  te  rs 

There  are  222  meters  in  operation  throughout  the  area.  23  meters 
have  been  repaired.  Meters  are  read  twice  a  year  throughout  the 
area,  and  more  frequent  visits  are  paid  where  the  occasion  arises. 

Water  Supply  Statement. 

Details  of  the  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  under  the 
various  headings  are  published  on  the  tabulated  form  overleaf. 


Refuse  Collection* 


This  service  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  throughout  the 
area.  Only  two  men  are  employed  on  this  work.  There  are  22  villages 
and  hamlets  visited.  Fortnightly  collections  are  made  in  the 
Parish  of  Thornton  Dale  and  every  three  weeks  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district  except  in  special  cases  where  six  weeks  is  nractical  and 
adequate.  Vehicle  purchased  in  1950  -  Fordson  3  Ion,  converted 
to  diesel  in  1958. 

Disposal  or  Refuse  is  by  tipping.  Tips  are  situated  as

The  location  of  these  tips  and  isolated  sites  make  long  hauls 
necessary  and  supervision  difficult  where  the  tip  is  not  under 
direct  authority  of  the  Council.  Additional  tips,  particularly 
in  the  Rosedale  Area  would  prove  a  big  advantage. 

Protective  clothing  is  provided  by  way  of  boiler  suits, 
waterproof  jackets,  gloves  and  eyeshields. 

The  receptacles  used  for  the  deposit  of  household  refuse 
leave  much  to  be  desired.  Until  a  uniform  or  standard  bin  is 
provided  and  legislation  informs  us  who  should  provide  it,  Local 
Authority,  Owner  or  Occupier,  little  progress  will  be  made. 

Salvage 

It  is  regretted  that  there  was  no  demand  for  the  sale  of  baled 
paper  during  the  year.  I  am  happy  to  report,  however,  that  we  have 
continued  to  bale  paper  and  there  is  now  a  market  for  this.  Storage 
capacity  has  restricted  our  7/ork  on  this. 

Sewerage 

There  are  two  Sewerage  Schemes  in  operation  in  the  district 
situated  in  Middleton  and  Thornton  Dale.  These  require  daily 
supervision,  and  samples  taken  by  the  River  Pollution  Board  have 
been  generally  good,  showing  the  rork  is  being  carried  out  correctly. 

A  grass  cutter  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  keep  the  sites 
tidy,  and  this  machine  proved  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  Schemes  are  needed  in  various  villages  throughout  the 
area  and  it  is  hoped  to  start  a  scheme  for  Sinnington  early  in  I960. 

Only  one  water  closet  has  been  installed  during  the  year  to 
replace  an  earth  closet,  with  the  assistance  of  a  grant  under 
Section  47(4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


Open  Ditches,  Sewers,,  Watercourses. 


In  many  instances  sewage  from  villages  is  discharged  into 
a  main  drain  or  sewer  and  from  there  into  open  ditches. 

These  are  cleaned  out  hy  direct  labour  as  far  as  possible* 
Nuisances  arise  on  occasions  due  to  lack  of  proper  treatment* 

Public  Lavatories,  Thornton  Dale* 

The  Lavatories  were  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
holiday  season.  These  require  daily  attention  including 
Sunday*  They  have  proved  to  be  a  public  convenience  particularly 
in  holiday  periods*  The  cost  of  the  works  £1,002. 

Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  Twenty  Licensed  Premises  in  the  area. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  two  cases  and  one  licence 
has  been  surrendered. 

HOUSING* 

Eleven  houses  were  commenced  during  the  y<ear  by  private 
enterprise  and  preparations  for  a  further  three  are  being 
made*  This  shows  an  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

The  bungalow  type  of  (dwelling  seems  to  be  more  popular 
than  the  detached  house. 


There  were  no  houses  built  by  the  Local  Authority  during 
the  year  and  no  preparations  have  been  made.  Here  again  from 
applications  received  the  bungalow  proves  to  be  popular.

Distribution 

There  are  148  Council  houses  under  the  control  of  the 
Local  -uthority  scattered  over  13  Villages.  Seventy  of  these 
houses  are  connected  to  a  main  sewerage  system,  the  remainder 
are  served  by  septic  tanks. 

Considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  on 
maintenance  work  both  by  private  and  direct  labour.  I  have 
set  out  overleaf  under  various  sections  a  summary  of  details 
of  upkeep  which  have  been  found  necessary.
